Left with Symington a copy of Mr. Helms' memo for the record of 
28 July 1970 regarding a discussion with Attorney General Mitchell on domestic 
intelligence, Symington said he would take this memo and its attachments 
to Ed Braswell, of the Committee staff, for inclusion in the Committee's 
files, and that I should show a copy to Senator Jackson. 

Symington said he was furious with Carl Marcy, Staff Director, Senate
